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A Proclamation, u hereby it is commanded, 


That the Oath of Allegeance be adminiſtred 
according to the Lawes. 


HE Oath, which was by the body of Our 


EAA Parliament aſſembled in the thirde yeere of Dur Raigne of Eng- 
und deuiſed, to diſconer how Our Subiects ſtood affected in point 
Sy, | oftheir Loyaltie and due Obedience, hath bene found ſo neceſſary 
G 0 foꝛ theſe times, as that the lame body of Parliament being againe 
lately aſſembled in the ſeuenth yeere of Our ſaid Rajgne, hath in 
2 || all humilitie beſought Us to Enact, That the ſame might be ad- 
miniſtred, not onely to ſuch as may ſeeme lubiect to ſuſpition , but 
euen to all vi whatſoeuer, as a pꝛofeſſion of that Loyaltie that is due, from all Our 
Subiects to Us their naturall liege Loꝛd, and their natiue Countrey. This zeale of Dur 
people Me haue good cauſe to appꝛoue, And fo much We owe to their inſt ſatiſfaction tending 
to Our owne ſafety, and the pꝛeſeruation of Our kingdomes, as to ſee that Pathadmint- 
ſtred actoꝛding to their humble petitions : And therefoꝛe Wee doe by thele pꝛeſents ſtraitly 
charge and tommand all the Loꝛds, and others of Our Pꝛinie Counſell, Archbiſhops, Bi⸗ 
ſhops, Juſtices of Allile, Juſtices of Peace and all others whom it map concerne, That 
they doe miniſter the ſaide Oath to all perſons, and eſpecially to thoſe to whom it may and 
ought to bee adminiſtred by the Statute made in the ſaid thtrde yeere of Our Naigne And 
that they pꝛoteed againſt ſuch as ſhall refuſe the ſame accozding to our Lawesreſpectinely, 
And doe allo certifie vnto Our lelfe, oꝛ to Our Pꝛiuie Counſell befoze the Feaſt of All Saints 
nert comming after the date hereof, the names, places of abode, and condition of all ſuch as 


ſhall ſo refuſe to take the lame Oath, And though Wee could ( foz the lone Wee beare to all 


Dur Subiects, to whom Wee are by the Oꝛdinante of God, in place ofa father) wich thar 
there might no one bee found within Dur Donnnions that ſhould refuſe this Oath, Yet il 
any haue ſo farre eſtranged his heart from Us (his gractous Paince, ) as to giue it, oꝛ any 
part of it to Foꝛraine power, to the derogation of Our Crowne and dignitie, We hold the ſe- 
ueritie of Our Lawes and Juſtice as due to him, as is Our fauour and bentgnitietoOur 
faithfulland wel deſeruing Subtects : Neuertheleſſe, becauſe this alienation of minde from 
Us and Our Crowne, is a pꝛeparation to a farther and moze dangerous defection , And 
therefoze appꝛocheth neere towards the Higheſt offence of Mateſtie, Mee are reſolued tore- 
taine the whole oꝛder, power, and diſpoſition ok this caſe, and all fozfaitures depending 
thereupon, in Our owne hands and to Our owne vle; And to appoint honourable and fit 
Commiſſioners, whoſe care it ſhall be to take true and particular infoꝛmation of all things 
conſiderable in enery ſeuerall caſe of this nature, and toinfozme Us thereof, that ſuch oꝛder 
may thereupon bee taken, as ſhall ſtand aſwell with the Juſtice of Our Lawes, as with 
Our naturall Clemencie, And becauſe We would aſmuch as may be pꝛeuent all challenge 
of indirect pꝛoteeding in a caſe that ſo deepely concerneth the Offendour, though in ſome 
caſes, and to ſome perſons, one onely Juſtice of Peace may miniſter the ſaide Oath, by the 
Statute made in that behalfe in the ſaide late Seſſion of Parliament, holden in the ſaide ſe- 
nenth peere of Dur Naigne: Yet we are pleaſed to require, That in all caſes where any ſuch 
certificate as afoꝛelaid, ſhalbe made vnto Us, oꝛ Our Pzinte Counſel by Juſtices of the Peace 
onely.thatinſuchcaſes the Oath be miniſtred.and certificate made by two Juſtites of Peace 


at the leaſt, conſidering the impoztanceof the ſame.
